POSTMASTERS SUPPLY 
CO. In my previous sketch, I fo- 
cused on the antique service win- 
dow with post office boxes that 
came from the former post office 
at Florress, Ky. (It was presented 
to the Morgan County Historical 
Society’s museum by Sue Kinner, 
having belonged to her mother, 
Mrs. Nannie K. Haney, who was 
postmaster at Floress from 1952 
until the office was discontinued 
in 1975.) 

The handsome fixture bore the 
label shown in the close-up pho- 
tograph here. It identifies the 
piece as supplied - not by the 
United States Post Office Depart- 
ment - but by a private business 
named Postmasters Supply Co., 
having offices in both Indianapo- 
lis, Ind., and Kansas City, Mo. 

The company flourished dur- 
ing the period from the late 19th 
to the mid-20th century. Online 
sources show that the fixtures 
similar to the Florress one were 
sold by the same company at least 
as early as “ca. 1890” (in 
Inglesboro, Maine), and com- 
pany invoices (to an Albuquer- 
que, N.M., coal firm) are dated 
1943. A book by David L. Wil- 
son shows similar fixtures in in- 
teriors of general stores from 
Alaska and Vermont. (See Ac- 
knowledgments.) 

What other equipment the 
Postmasters Supply Co. sold is 
unknown to me. Apparently the 
rural postmasters provided the 
fixtures as part of their contrac- 
tual requirements to the U.S. Post 
Office Department. Often Post- 
masters were general store own- 
ers who converted an area of their 
store into a postal facility. 

According to David L. Wil- 
son, “Being appointed postmas- 
ter was a plum that just about 



every country store owner sought 
out. Naturally, this brought 
people into the store on a regular 
basis, bring about additional 
sales.” 

The government did provide 
post offices with some supplies: 
postage stamps, of course; forms; 
and even such items as press- 
glass ink wells. (One of these in 
my former collection - now at 
King Library, University of Ken- 
tucky - was embossed on the bot- 
tom: “PROPERTY/OF THE/ 
U.S .P. 0/DEPARTMENT.”) 

The early country post offices 
represented government service 
at its best. People could corre- 
spond with loved ones, conduct 
business and otherwise commu- 
nicate with others at great dis- 
tances - even in rural areas like 
Florress, Ky. 

Lynn Nickell appropriate 
dedicated his book - U.S. Postal 
Service, Morgan County, Ken- 
tucky, 1822-1990 - “to all Mor- 
gan County postmasters and 
postal clerks, past and present, for 
their service to their county and 
their communities.” (We should 



also include the rural carriers, of 
which Lynn was himself an im- 
portant member.) It was a most 
important and dedicated service.

less likely to have 
advanced math 



Dec. 17 — Students in rural 
areas and small towns have less 
access to higher-level mathemat- 
ics courses than their peers else- 
where, says a new study from the 
Carsey Institute at the University 
of New Hampshire. Nearly 50 
percent of rural and small-town 
students attend schools that only 
offer one to three advanced math 
courses, and only 10 percent 
have access to seven or more 
advanced math courses, defined 
as those beyond algebra II and 
geometry. 

Suburban and urban schools 
offer, on average, three to four 
more advanced math courses 
than rural schools, Carsey re- 
ports. Only 15 percent of subur- 
ban students have three or fewer 
advanced math courses to choose 
from, while 58 percent of urban 
and 41 percent of suburban stu- 
dents have seven or more courses 
to choose from. 

The report warns that students 
who do not take these courses 
typically score lower on assess- 
ment tests, which can restrict 
their higher education and job 
opportunities. “Limited access to 
advanced math courses limits the 
number of qualified students fill- 
ing the job pipelines in science, 
technology, engineering and 
mathematics - the STEM fields,” 
lead author Suzanne Graham, 
assistant professor of education 
at UNH, said in a news release. 

Limited course offerings in 
rural schools are not limited to 
math, Carsey reports. Only 53 
percent of rural schools offer 
advanced placement courses in 
any subject, compared to 72 per- 
cent in small towns, 85 percent 
in suburbs and 78 percent in cit- 



ies.

Those who are reg- 
istered for the spring semester 
will receive monthly e-billing 
statements via their assigned 
MSU e-mail account. It is the 
student’s responsibility to check 
their MSU e-mail account on a 
regular basis as e-bills are the 
university’s official means of de- 
livering billing statements. 

Although MSU does not offer 
a deferred payment plan, students 
may take advantage of a differ- 



ent option to pay their bill at a 
later date, while at the same time, 
confirming that they will be at- 
tending classes. 

If any student is unable to pay 
his or her full balance prior to the 
deadline, he or she may complete 
an online Statement of Intent, 
which explains payment require- 
ments. The statement must be 
completed by Jan. 4 to prevent a 
student’s class schedule from be- 
ing cancelled. This also applies to 
any student who receives finan- 
cial aid or scholarships, or whose 
college expenses are being paid 
by an outside agency. 

MSU offers online bachelor’s 
degree “completer” programs de- 
signed primarily for graduates of 
the Kentucky Community and 
Technical College System 
(KCTCS). 

Textbooks for the classes are 
available at the University Book- 
store, located in the Adron Doran 
University Center on the 
Morehead campus. Orders may 
be placed by calling (888) 
STORE-05 or via the Internet at 
www.bookstore.moreheadstate.edu. 
Purchases will be shipped to the 
address specified by the student.

for producers, exhibitors 



A new program will add value 
to Kentucky-bred livestock ex- 
hibited at Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture-sponsored live- 
stock shows and the Kentucky 
State Fair. 

The Kentucky Proud Live- 
stock Tag Program will make ex- 
hibitors eligible for additional 
premiums in livestock shows and 
the state fair. The program is ex- 
pected to increase sale prices for 
participating producers. 

“This program will provide an 
incentive for Kentucky exhibitors 
to pay more for show-quality, 
Kentucky-bred livestock,” Agri- 
culture Commissioner Richie 
Farmer said. “Exhibitors who 
earn the additional premiums will 
be able to put that money toward 
their education or into next year’s 
livestock project. Producers and 
exhibitors will benefit from this 
program, and Kentucky’s live- 
stock industries will get some 
well-deserved acclaim.” 

Producers may enroll in pro- 
gram and purchase Kentucky 
Proud tags for their show-qual- 
ity animals for $5 per tag. The 
tags will make it easy to identify 
animals enrolled in the program 



and issue Kentucky Proud premi- 
ums to youth livestock exhibitors. 
Each tag bears the Kentucky 
Proud logo and an identifying 
number. Any animals not identi- 
fied by a Kentucky Proud tag at 
a KDA-sponsored youth live- 
stock show will be eligible for 
non-Kentucky premiums only. 

The program has been 
launched with kentucky Agricul- 
tural Development Fund money 
through the Kentucky Proud pro- 
gram. Proceeds from the sales of 
the tags will cover the 
Department’s cost for the tags 
and fund additional premiums.

KDMC offering 
Free vascular 
screening at W.L. 

A free vascular screening will 
be offered by the King’s Daugh- 
ters Medical Center (KDMC) 
Mobile Health Unit, beginning at 
8:30 a.m. Tuesday, Jan. 26, at 
Advance Auto Parts, 323 Main 
Street, West Liberty. 

KDMC nurse practitioner 
Amy Sieweke will review patient 
results. The screening includes 
lipid panel (fasting required), 
ankle brachial index (ABI), blood 
glucose, and an electrocardio- 
gram (EKG). 

A lipid profile (blood test) 
gives a breakdown of good and 
bad cholesterol levels. ABI is a 
measurement of blood pressure at 
the ankle to check for signs of 
peripheral artery disease. Blood 
glucose screening checks the 
level of sugar in the blood. An 
EKG is a non-invasive test to 
measure electrical activity in the 
heart by attaching electrodes to 
the skin. 

Additional screening guide- 
lines may apply, which help us 
see those most at risk for vascu- 
lar disease. Space is limited and 
appointments are required by 
calling 1.888.377.KDMC (5362). 

Recent studies show that more 
than 80 million people in the 
United States have one or more 
forms of cardiovascular disease. 
Better lifestyle habits combined 
with early medical intervention 
may help reduce your risk for 
heart attack and stroke. 

This vascular screening is pro- 
vided free by KDMC, in coopera- 
tion with the Kentucky Heart 
Foundation (KHF). KHF is a non- 
profit organization working to 
improve the life expectancy of 
people affected by cardiovascu- 
lar disease. The foundation over- 
sees cardiac research, education 
and prevention programs and is 
closely linked with the heart and 
vascular specialists at KDMC.

Christmas 1969 in Wurzelburg, West 

Germany 



By Tony Adkins 

I left home for the bus station 
in West Liberty on Sept. 18, 
1969, headed for West Germany. 
I stopped at my grandparents’ 
(Elmer and Carrie Haney) house. 
They were up at 5 a.m., as usual. 

I had never seen my grandfa- 
ther cry until that morning. He 
haded me a yellow-handled Case 
knife and said, ‘T bought both of 
us one of these,” as the tears 
streamed down his face. 

My grandmother also cried 
and said, “Be a good boy and 
watch out for loose women.” (I 
was glad to get going after that!) 

I arrived at the Frankfurt-Rein 
Mien Airbase on Sept. 21.1 had 
never been very far from home 
before. There I was thousands of 
miles from home. The planeload 
of U.S. Army personnel I had 
traveled with from Fort Dix, N.J., 
began to thin out as directions 
were given to board waiting 
buses for our duty assignments. 
My group totaled six, as best I 
can remember. 

We were taken to the train sta- 
tion and given tickets to our des- 
tinations. Mine said Wurzburg 
and the 3rd Infantry Division 
Replacement Depot. I had the 
only ticket to Wurzburg. 

I asked the staff sergeant who 
took us to meet the train, “How 
do I know where to get off?” 

He said, “Figure it out and 
don’t miss your stop.” 

I boarded the train just know- 
ing I would be AWOL and end 
up no telling where in Germany. 

An elderly lady sat across the 
aisle from me. I showed her my 
ticket and she said, “Ja, 
Wurzburg,” and nodded her 
head. 

I don’t remember how long it 
took, but after awhile she tapped 
me on the arm and said, 
“Wurzburg, Wurzburg.” 

I thanked her, grabbed my 
duffel bag and walked to the end 
of the car. As I got off, a corporal 
was standing there and asked if I 
was Adkins. I gave him a copy 
of my orders and followed him 
to Jeep. There was already light 
snow on the ground, and it was 
very cold and late. 

We reached the replacement 
depot, and I was assigned a bunk 
and taken to the mess hall, where 
I had a Spam and cheese sand- 
wich, Jell-0 and milk. 

I did not sleep much that night 
after returning to the barracks. 
The long, open hall-like room 
was filled with about 50 GI’s. 
The air was rank with body odor, 
sweat and foul breath. 

At last, morning came, and we 
went to the mess hall for break- 
fast. After returning to the 
dayroom, a second lieutenant 
came in and asked for me. He had 
looked at my record and found 
that I had trained in weapons re- 
pair. He needed an armorer and 
asked if I was interested in the 
job, or wanted to go on to a field 
unit. I was tried of traveling, so I 
decided to take the offer. 

He took me to the 3rd Admin- 
istration Company Connnander’s 
office and introduced me. I was 
shown my duty station, the arms 
room and had my duties ex- 
plained to me. I was responsible 
for 550 M-14 rifles, four M-2 
Browning .50 caliber machine 
guns, eight M-60 machine guns, 
several dozen .45 Colt pistols and 
hundreds of bayonets. 

I was introduced to Corporal 
Ross Seigal, who was in charge 
of the supply room, and SSgt. 
Robert Narboe, supply sergeant. 
Ross from Chicago, and Ssgt. 
Narboe from New York. They 
immediately wanted to know 
what part of the South I was 
from. 

I found out that I was at 
Leighton Barracks. It was an old 
World War II German airbase. All 
of the buildings were from that 
era. I was assigned to the fourth 
floor of building number 39. It 
was one big room, with no indi- 
vidual rooms and no privacy. 

Ross told us that there was 
plenty of lumber and wallboard 
at the supply center. We ap- 
proached 2nd Lt. Whipple about 
building partitions and making 
individual rooms. He was new 
and seemed to be eager to be ac- 
cepted by us, so he got the ap- 
proval of the company com- 
mander. 

Ross sent in a request in trip- 
licate for the material. The re- 



quest was granted, and the next 
day Steve Durnil took a deuce 
and a half (2 1/2 ton truck) and 
brought a load of building mate- 
rial. About 30 of us lived on the 
fourth floor. We all pitched in and 
carried everything up and began 
building our rooms. 

Steve was my roommate. We 
scrounged around the base and 
“liberated” anything that would 
make our rooms more homelike. 
Steve came up with carpet from 
somewhere. He was from Wis- 
consin and was used to the cold 
weather. 

The new few weeks passed 
quickly as I learned my duties. 
Thanksgiving came and went 
without much thought of home. 
We had to work most of the day 
getting ready for an inspection. 

As Christmas neared, every- 
one talked more about home. 
Steve and I went to the PX and 
bought a Christmas tree and 
decorations. We were the only 
ones on our floor to have one. Our 
room became a gathering point to 
listen to Christmas music and talk 
about different ways people cel- 
ebrated Christmas at home. We 
decided to draw names for gifts. 
I think most everyone took part, 
and everyone counted the days 
until Christmas. 

Don McKinney, of Columbia, 
Ky., worked in the base chapel. 
The chaplain was Major Paul 
Hopkins, of Rockhouse in Mor- 
gan County. He invited Don and 
me to his home for dinner with 
his family. I enjoyed their com- 
pany, but it also made me think 
more of my family at home. They 
did all that they could while we 
were there to be a family to us. 

Christmas Eve was on 
Wednesday. Everyone gathered 
in around 7 p.m. to open our gifts. 
The mood was somber and every- 
one was quiet. Ray Cowen, of 
Henderson, Tenn., was a pretty 
good Elvis impersonator and a

Education department officials 
contend that authority to remove 
locally-elected education leaders 
would provide more accountabil- 
ity for poor student performance 
and say the idea is in line with fed- 
eral school-improvement initia- 
tives such as the Race to the Top 
grant program. 

Under existing law, the state 
education commissioner has the 
power to seek the removal of lo-

That was just one day’s worth. 
The word got around, and I was 
the envy of the company. Many 
of them never received even one 
card. They could not believe that 
I had so many. I told them that 
they would not believe what a 
great town West Liberty was, ei- 
ther.

as misconduct, incompetency or 
willful neglect of duty. 

However, Brad Hughes, a 
spokesman for the Kentucky 
School Boards Association, said 
the idea that removing school 
board members might improve stu- 
dents ’ math scores or the mastery 
of science is “baffling.”

Grants available 
to counties for 
animal shelters 

FRANKFORT — The Ken- 
tucky Animal Control Advisory 
Board is seeking applications 
from county governments for 
shares of $3 million in grant 
money to provide funding for 
animal shelter construction and 
improvements. 

“Animal control is an issue of 
public safety and health,” said 
Irvine veterinarian Linda K. 
Grimes, who chairs the Animal 
Control Advisory Board. “We 
encourage all counties to apply 
so they may better care for un- 
wanted animals and improve the 
quality of life of their communi- 
ties,” 

The board estimates that 
nearly 2885,000 stray or un- 
wanted animals will enter 
Kentucky’s animal shelters this 
year, and 85 percent will not find 
new homes. 

The deadline to submit appli- 
cations is July 15, 2010. The 
board expects competition for 
the limited amount of funds. The 
grant program is funded by bond 
sales authorized by the Kentucky 
General Assembly. 

The Animal Control Advisory 
Board also oversees the spay/ 
neuter program, which provides 
grants to Kentucky counties and 
eligible nonprofit organizations 
for local spay/neuter programs. 
The program is funded through 
donations and sales of spay/neu- 
ter license plates and adminis- 
tered at the county level.

N.C. utility to shut 
down 11 coal plants, 
go to gas by 2017 

North Carolina-based 
Progress Energy says it will close 
1 1 of its coal-fired power plants 
in the state by 2017. The utility 
plans to replace the plants’ 1,500 
megawatts of electricity with 
natural gas instead of retrofitting 
the plants with new technology 
to meet environmental rules that 
are likely to become more strict, 
John Murawski of The News & 
Observer in Raleigh reports. 

The utility said the cost of re- 
placing the plants, all built be- 
tween 1949 and 1972, with natu- 
ral gas facilities would be around 
$1.5 billion while retrofitting 
them would cost at least $2 bil- 
lion. The decision, which still has 
to be approved by the state Utili- 
ties Commission, may signal the 
beginning of the end of coal- 
powered electricity in a state 
where more than half the elec- 
tricity somes from burning coal, 
Murawski reports. Progress will 
keep 3,600 megawatts of coal- 
fired power in the state. (Read 
more) 

Gov. Beverly Perdue called 
the decision “important for North 
Carolina’s air quality” and “good 
for the environment and the 
economy.” Progress said it sees 
gas as a short-term bridge until 
it can build two nuclear facilities 
in the next decade, Rebecca 
Smith of The Wall Street Jour- 
nal reports. CEO Bill Johnson 
said the move to gas would help 
the company cut its carbon-diox- 
ide emissions significantly, but 
not by the 17 percent President 
Obama wants by 2020. “It’s still 
a single-digit number for us, but 
it’s moving in the right direc- 
tion,” Johnson told Smith. “I 
think others will follow.”

“The Year of Plenty is a re- 
freshing read from a bright new 
author, filled with all the classic 
elements of a good children’s 
story— appealing characters, time- 
less family values, and old-fash- 
ioned charm,” writes Laurie 
Suiter, Atlanta book reviewer, 
about a newly published novel set 
in Elliott County.

Local residents may recognize 
the historic places mentioned in 
the story, such as Eairview 
School, the Eraley Chapel, and 
Henry Wheeler’s store in 
Isonville, as well as some of the 
characters in the book. 

“Growing up, I loved to lis-

Tap water can 
meet legal limits 
and still pose risk 

Dec. 17 — The tap water you 
drink may be within the legal 
limit for several contaminants but 
still pose a significant health risk. 
The New York Times reports in 
the latest in the paper’s series on 
water quality. 

After reviewing records from 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the U.S. Geological 
Survey, Charles Duhigg reports 
government scientists have evalu- 
ated 830 of the contaminants most 
often found in water supplies and 
have determined that many of 
them are associated with cancer 
or other diseases, even at small 
concentrations, but almost none 
of the chemicals have been incor- 
porated into water-protection 
laws. 

One example: the legal level 
of arsenic in drinking water. A 
community could drink perfectly 
legal water and one in every 600 
residents would likely develop 
bladder cancer, a risk is roughly 
equivalent to receiving 1,664 X- 
rays, Duhigg reports.

11 - U.S. Congressman Harold 
“Hal” Rogers (KY-05) announced 
today that $685,000 was ap- 
proved by the House of Represen- 
tatives for continued support of 
TOUR Southern and Eastern 
Kentucky (TOUR SEKY). 
Through this funding, TOUR 
SEKY will sustain critical tour- 
ism-based economic develop- 
ment, training, and promotion. 
The Senate is expected to vote on 
this final, comprehensive spend- 
ing legislation later this year. 

“Breathtaking views, natural 
physical wonders and a rich cul- 
tural heritage can be found right 
in our backyard and TOUR SEKY 
is leading the way toward maxi- 
mizing our full potential,” said 
Rogers. “Tourism, whether it is 
from a neighboring county or 
from another part of the country, 
is essential to building our local 
economy and providing jobs right 
here in our local communities.

TOUR SEKY is a nonprofit 
organization initiated in 1987 and 
originally entitled the Southern 
and Eastern Kentucky Tourism 
Development Association 
(SEKTDA). TOUR SEKY pro- 
motes and coordinates tourism 
efforts throughout Southern and 
Eastern Kentucky to spur eco- 
nomic and cultural growth of the 
region. Through its 47-county 
service area, TOUR SEKY will 
utilize these funds to train small 
business operators, community 
leaders, and entrepreneurs in hos- 
pitality, marketing, customer re- 
tention, and business plan devel- 
opment.

Rogers secures 
$1.25 million 
for PRIDE 

U.S. Congressman Harold 
“Hal” Rogers (KY-05) announced 
today that the House of Represen- 
tatives has approved $1.25 mil- 
lion for PRIDE to continue its 
valuable environmental initiatives 
in southern and eastern Ken- 
tucky.

H.R. 3288, the Consolidated 
Appropriations Act of 2010, in- 
cludes: 

•$1 million for PRIDE to con- 
tinue important regional initia- 
tives like stream clean-ups, debris 
removal, recycling efforts, stream 
monitoring and habitat improve- 
ment. 

•$250,000 for PRIDE’s impor- 
tant environmental education and 
awareness campaigns in our lo- 
cal schools through PRIDE clubs 
and classroom projects. 

PRIDE, which promotes Per- 
sonal Responsibility in a Desir- 
able Environment in 38 counties, 
was launched by Rogers and the 
late General James Bickford, 
former Secretary of the Kentucky 
Natural Resources and Environ- 
mental Protection Cabinet. To 
date, PRIDE has recruited more 
than 287,000 volunteers logging 
over 1 million volunteer hours, 
provided 28,089 homes with ac- 
cess to sanitary wastewater treat- 
ment, and cleaned up 135,884 
tons of trash. 

Through his role as a senior 
member of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, Rogers works 
to secure valuable funding for 
important initiatives in the Eifth 
Congressional District.

Since its launch last year, the 
Retirement Estimator has pro- 
vided more than 4 million person- 
alized estimates, and is one of the 
most highly rated online services 
in government. The most recent 
customer satisfaction numbers are 
at an all-time high. 

The latest report from the 
American Customer Satisfaction 
Index for E- Government ranks 
the Retirement Estimator as the 
top service at 91 percent. It is fol- 
lowed closely by Social 
Security’s online retirement ap- 
plication, with a 90 percent cus- 
tomer satisfaction rating and the 
Medicare Extra Help application, 
with an 87 percent rating. These 
three Social security service sare 
the top three online services in 
government. 

You may be wondering: if the 
Retirement Estimator is the most 
popular online service in govern- 
ment, what can be done to im- 
prove it?

Congress requires 
USPS to deliver 
mail 6 days a week 

Dec. 15 — The catch-all ap- 
propriations bill that Congress 
passed over the weekend in- 
cludes language requiring the 
Postal Service to deliver mail six 
days a week, a relief for many 
rural newspapers that have Eri- 
day or Saturday editions. 

“This mandate probably 
eliminates all chance of an end 
to Saturday delivery in this cal- 



endar year,” because there are no 
signs that Congress will take up 
the issue. National Newspaper 
Association lobbyist Tonda Rush 
told her clients. 

However, “It will arise anew 
this summer as the 2011 appro- 
priations bills come up. 

NNA is working closely with 
the committee staffs to make sure 
they know our concerns,” said 
Rush, even as Congress consid- 
ers the troubled finances of the 
USPS.
